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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "heat exchange 
device", the "adjustment device", and the "staggered configuration" must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following infornralities: The word 
"minimize" has been misspelled. Applicant is behooved to review specification for 
spelling errors and place in proper condition. The word "minimize" or variations thereof 
are misspelled throughout the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The clajm(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. In claims 1 and 8 it cannot be clearly ascertained how the target set-point 
temperature value of determined- For example, my interpretation of the claim is as 
follows: The heat exchange device is used to bring the temperature of the print heads 
to a predetermined set-point temperature value, then the print heads are driven at the 
predetermined set-point temperature value to print test patterns, then the optical density 
of the test patterns are determined. However, based on the disclosure it is not clear 
how the target set-point temperature is derived. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
Indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 and 8 it cannot be clearly ascertained as what is meant by "where 
said target value of said output parameter is determined such that for each of the print 
heads the absolute value of the difference between the associated target set-point 
temperature value and the predetermined set-point temperature value with which the 
temperature of each print head is to be adjusted is 15% or less of said predetermined 
set-point temperature value". 

Remarks 

7. With respect to claims 1-10, no prior art has been applied because it can not be 
ascertained what invention these claims are setting forth. Applicant is required to 
submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so that the examiner may make a 
proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. Applicant should be careful not to 
introduce any new matter in the disclosure (i.e. nnatter which it not supported by the 
disclosure as originally filed).
